It is gratifying, so far as it goes, to find that the estimate I drew 
last week of the failure of the “ Nazi” party in Germany to obtain 
the necessary 50 per cent. majority in favour of the dissolution of 
the Prussian Diet, is accorded in by general public opinion, although 
I wrote so soon after the decision was made known. Far less 
gratifying is it to observe that the party was supported by 56 per 
cent. of the electorate—a party which has sprung into anything like 
power in the course of only a few months. It is absurd to r gard 
the “ Nazis "as put out of court by what has happened, which was 
much more like a failure to obtain success than a defeat. For put 
into round figures the “ Nazis” polled just upon 10,000,000 votes out 
of an electorate of some 27.000,000. There were, it is true,a large 
number of abstentions, and in such a contest they always form an 
imponderable element, the precise “ meaning and content” of which 
no one can, with any accuracy, measure. 


Now, I donot recall this in the spirit of “I told you so,” and 
certainly not by way of encouragement of the “ Nazis,’ and equally 
not with the object of playing the alarmist. I do so because I have 
noticed a disposition on the part of our brethren in Germany to look 
upon the defeat sustained by Hitler as the beginning of the end of 
“ Nazi-ism.”’

Economy, 


From the mass of rumour, more or less alarming, with which 
the air has been pregnant these last few days, we can with confid- 
ence take fast hold of the truth that the country is considerably 
over-spending itself. Further, that if there be not some check put 
to the prevailing recklessness, dire financial conditions must ensue. 
About this the Prime Minister and the Government seem to be fully 
apprised, the only question being the best means of introducing 
economies that are urgent. There is just one word which at this 
critical moment it seems meet should be said especially to Jews. 
Whether, in fact, we are, as a people, more extravagant than those 
among whom we dwell, I will not stay toargue. Taken altogether 
Idorot think we are, but we undoubtedly show a disposition to 
eppear so. We have a capacity for making what we have go a great 
deal further than is the case with our neighbours, while, of course, 
many of us are really extravagant to the point of recklessness. 


And I think it a duty each of us individually owes to the 
Community generally, to restrain ourselves, at such a time of stress 
as the one that has overtaken the country, in the expenditure in 
which we indulge. Remember, whatever the Government may do 
in the matter, there must be some drastic “cuts” imposed upon 
poor people to whom they will not appeal more amiably if accom- 
panied by the sight of waste and carelessness in the spending of 
money. It is perfectly true that, as I say, Jews may not be more 
disinclined to be economical than non-Jews. But in these matters 
I like, if possible, to be practical, and it is as well to recollect that old 
proverb which tells us that some may not look over the hedge with 
impunity, while others, no more entitled, may occupy the field. 
Moreover, the sort of extravagance I have in mind is that utterly 
useless and somewhat vicious kind which shows itself in Gargantuan 
wedding-feasts and in Barmitzvah parties and receptions, onwards, 
by the by, to elaborate memorial stones and funerals in point of 
which we share, if we do not rival, the extravagance of non-Jews. 
These are days when such expenditure should be narrowly watched 


and not least as I urge by us Jews where we ourselves are concerned, 
or where we can control it.

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Acceptable Prayer. 


Sermon for the Week. 
Specially prepared for THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


“ But as for me, my rrauver is unto Thee, O Lord, in an acceptable 
time; O God,in the muttitude of Thy mercy, answer me with the 
truth of Thy salvation.’—Psalm lriz., 13, 


The text suggests some thoughts regarding times and seasons 
for prayer; as to prayers acceptable and otherwise and as to 
the nature of the real answer to prayer. Maimonides, in his 
introduction to “Prayer” in his APTA TT, says: “Prayer is 
the fulfilment of the command to serve God with the heart. The 
Torah required a man to offer supplication and prayer daily. 
To declare the praise of the Holy One, blessed be He, and afterwards 
to seek by entreaty for his needs and wants. Finally, to give praise 
and render thanks to the Lord for the benefits He has bestowed on 
him. This must be done by each man according to his ability. Uf 
he be so accustomed, he prays at length. If he be wanting in 
eloquence, he speaks as much as he is able, and at such times as 
he feels moved thereto.’ Maimonides goes on to describe how 
in the time of Ezra, owing to the neglect of religious practices 
and the confusion of language, due to the exile, a standard of 
prayer had to be fixed as regards the time, the nature, and 
the number of the prayers that should constitute public worship. 
The times were fixed to correspond with the various offerings in the 
Temple. The text of the prayers was laid down on lines that 
formed the general groundwork of the Hebrew Prayer-book, as we 
know it to-day. The times thus authoritatively fixed, were no doubt 
felt to be in the words of our text PS" MY, acceptable times, not 
only convenient to the worshippers, but as laid down by authority, 
acceptable also to God, 

But Maimonides’ reminder of the original duty and the unfixed 
nature of private prayer is very useful, particularly in days when 
laxity in attending public worship suggests the need for some com- 
pensation in the form of a revival of the habit of private devotion. 
It suggests also a warning of the danger of allowing public 
worship on fixed lines to become a punctilious and lifeless 
formality. Such a prayer-time can never be T3°. FAY. He who 
puts his own soul into the act of public worship not only 
uplifts himself, but makes a notable contribution to the enthusiasm of 
his fellow-worshippers. This is what is expressed by the Hebrew word 
maid. As regards the necessity for public worship, it has been well 
said: “It is very unlikely, if notaltogetherimpossible,that you will get 
sanctity and devotion diffused throughout a life unless there be special 
acts, special times, special places, at which there can be gathered, in 
order that it may come out of them with double force, the devotion 
which is intended to be shed abroad. One is inclined todoubt the 
spirituality which has risen so high tbat it can do without standing 
ground upon earth, the religion which has become so pure that it 
does not need p'aces, times and forms, the association of brethren 
and the help of others m its devotions. He must either ba very 
strong, who does not need the prayers and ordinances of God's 
House, or very weak who does not know that he needs them.” 
Thus the hours set apart for Divine worship are calculated to be 
TE HAY, a favourable time for that reaction of the soul towards 
holiness, which is their true object and their most complete 
justification. 

A modern Jewish writer has well described this reaction. “God 
helps man,” be says, "in many ways and at many times. There is 
one special way in which man is helped, one especial season when 
he is helped by his Divine Father. That way and that season are 
the way and the season of prayer. It is through prayer, and at the 
time of prayer, that man becomes specially receptive to the Divine 
help and most able to recognise it when it comes. There is nothing 
more mysterious than prayer, which helps the worshipper by the 
very fact of his praying, and brings an answer, though we know not 
how, from the God of his salvation.”’ 

The phrase, “ Answer me with the truth of Thy salvation,” may 
perhaps be rendered in more modern phraseology: “ Grant me an 
answer that shall be truly helpful.” And here the acceptable time 
connects itself with the expected answer, and the belief that it will 
bring nearer to our souls, nearer to our lives the Divine help of 
which they stand so much in need. They do not well who would bar 
our access or forbid our simplest prayers. The wise parent will 
encourage the little one to pour out the fulness of its heart, though 
its fears may be foolish and its desires vain. He will apply the 
helpful truth, that dispels the darkness that was feared. He will 
direct the childish aspirations into channels of new usefulness. 
Those are memorable moments, those moments of confidence 
between child and parent. Surely not in vain shall God’s children 
plead for J1¥°7 MY, just such an acceptable time to their Father in 
Heaven. At such a time, they will tell Him also of their foolish 
fears. Atsuch atime they will make to Him their all too human and 
perhaps childish requests. But at such a time He will answer them 
yw" MON2 by that revelation of truth, whose light dispels all 
darkness and all fear, and by that saving help that grants us, if not 
just the boon we asked, something far greater thaa we had deemed 
to be within our reach.

‘* Toire is die beste s'choire.”’ 


But the Industry is Going Bankrupt. 


‘From a Correspondent.—WARSAW.] 


There is a popular Jewish Folk-song, the refrain of which is 
“ Toire is die beste s’choire” (the best merchandise for a Jew is, after 
all, the Torah), meaning, of course, that those who teach, study and 
observe the Torah will be the best-paid in the end in this and in the 
next world. But mostmembersofthe Jewish clergy in Eastern Europe 
listen with a bitter smile to the song. Their economic position is 
certainly far from being the best paid, in this world, anyway. They 
live in pitiful squalor, and can hardly maintain their families, even 
in a -semi-starving condition, out of the miserable salaries which 
half the time they do not even receive regularly. Small wonder 
that in some Orthodox circles here the question of a scheme to 
reduce the “output” of rabbis and other clergy is being discussed 
very. se) iously.

Soon after the war. the demand for religious articles became so 
great that the old soferim, or scribes, with their patriarchal 
methods were unable to cope with it. In all corners of the world, 


in North America, South America, South Africa, Australia, etc., 
Jews in those years of plenty were anxious to widen and deepen 
their religious life, to build Synagogues, open religious schools, and 
were clamouring for Scrolls of Torah, Tallisim and other appurten- 
ances of Jewish religion. This led tothe development in Poland ofan 
industry conducted on modern lines by enterprising young people, 
an industry in which members of trade-unions took the place of the 
old traditional Soferim, who considered the writing of the Scrolls as 
a rcligious task anda Mitzvah. 

but now Jews inthe U.S.A. have other things to think about than 
to increase the number of their Synagogues. The result is that this 
new and important branch of Jewish export in this country is 
undergoing a crisis which may prove disastrous to its brief existence,

The mass of the 
Jewish population either stays at home or goes to the Synagogues.

COLONIAL OFFICE GIFT OF LAND.

The same Colonial Office which is troubled by the fate of the 
60-called “ displaced” Arabs to the extent of finding it necessary to 
raise a loan for their re-settlement, has just made a handsome gift 
* land and money to the ruler of Transjordan. The Transjordan 
; ager, Gazette has announced that 65,000 dunams of land are being 

©‘ aside for the Emir Abdullah. Part of the land is situated at Zor- 


Al-Kithan. Another section at Al Heimar covers 3,000 dunams, and 
the third at Gur-Kbad covers 60,000. The lands, according to the 
Gazette, will be registered without stamp dues or other fees. They 
will be made a Wakf in the name of the Emir, in order that he and 
his heirs may use them. He may, however, lease them if he desires. 
A sum of £P.3,000 is also given to the Emir to enable him to improve 
and work the land. 

No questions of displaced Arabs or the ensuing burden to the 
British taxpayer, who contributes towards the Transjordan Budget, 
are raised either by the Colonial Office or the Press. While nota 
single dunam of land was put at the disposal of Jewish settlers by 
the British Government, 65,000 dunams of land are given away to 
the Emir Abdullah. 


Colonel Kisch Leaves Palestine. 


Colonel Kisch left Palestine for London on Sunday. Prior to 
his departure he introduced his successor as head of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, Dr. Arlosoroff, to the High Commissioner, to the 
Chief Secretary and to various other high officials.

The Jews in Iraq. 
A CONTRADICTION. 


The Hebrew Labour organ, the DAvar, states that the declara- 
tion made in the House of Commons by Dr. Shiels that the Jews 
in Iraq were in a satisfactory position is incorrect. The DAvar 
points out that the Jews are heavily taxed in that country that 
they do not enjoy equality, that Zionism is prohibited and that the 
language of instruction in the Jewish schools is Arabic and not 
Hebrew. 


Financial Difficulties of the Mizrachi. 
RABBI MEIR BERLIN ARRESTED. 
‘From a Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. | 

The difficult financial position in which the Mizrachi Head 
Ottice in Jerusalem finds itself has led to unpleasant scenes here. 
In view of the lack of funds the heads of the Mizrachi World 
Organisation contemplate dismissing many officials. The Mizrachi 
Head Office has been unable to pay the officials their salaries 
for some time. Instead of paying the salaries in cash, the Mizrachi 
Head Office has adopted the procedure usually practiced by the 
Zionist Executive in the case of the Hebrew teachers, who often fail 
to receive their salaries for months, namely, the issue of bills, which 
local Jewish businesses generally accept. 

The Mizrachi officials, however, became restless in view of: the 
continued postponement of the payment of the bills by the Mizrachi 
Head Office, and declared a strike. The officials demand the 
payment of the amounts due to them, and they also insist that no 
officials should be dismissed without adequate compensation. One 
of the officials even obtained a warrant for the arrest of the Chair- 
man cf the Mizrachi World Organisation, Rabbi Meir Berlin, for the 
purpose of obtaining an injunction against his departure from 
Palestine before the salaries due to the officials were paid. The 
warrant was executed, but the authorities immediately released 
Rabbi Berlin! 


The Palestine School System. 

MANY CREEDS AND MANY NATIONS, 

[From a Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. | 


There are more than 400 Jewish children in Palestine who, 


despite the highly developed Jewish school system, have to attend 
Christian schools, according to the annual report of the Department 
for Education here. Palestine is a real “ School-International,” 
every important country in the world and every religious denomina.- 
tion having its own schools. Itis akind of competition ground with 
the Jews occupying the first place. 

In addition to Jewish, Arabic, and Arab-Christian schools there 
are French schools (4,628 pupils), English (2,002 pupils), German 
(1,651 pupils), Italian (1,381 pupils), American, Swedish, etc. 

The Government maintains 310 schools for the Arabs with 121 
teachers and about 20,000 children. There are also 5,000 children 
in the 69 private Moslem schools. 

There are 323 Jewish schools in the country, of which the Jewish 
Agency runs 223, 


Technical Home for Jewish Girls. 
— 
AMERICAN MIZRACHI WOMEN’S GIFTS. 


The American Mizrachi Women's Organisation has forwarded 
to Palestine a sum of 5,000 dollars to proceed with the work of the 
erection of a Technical Home for Jewish Girls in Jerusalem. The 
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girls at the Home will have to attend either a course in domestic 
science or a commercial course. In addition, they will be taught 
Hebrew, the Bible, Jewish history, Jewish religious laws, hygiene 
and sociology. 

A Labour Bureau to find suitable employment for girls who 
have completed their studies at the Home will be attached to the 
Home. 


The Sinai Inscriptions. 
ORIGIN OF THE ALPHABET. 


Professor Sprengling, of the Chicago University, has published 
the result of his research work in deciphering the inscriptions on 
the tablets found at Sinal. 

According to Professor Sprengling. a Bedouin, who was wo! king 
under the Egyptians in the Sinai mines, invented an alphabet of 
twenty-one letters about 1800 B.C.E. Professor Sprengling differs 
strongly from other savants in his reading of the inscriptions on the 
Sinai tablets which were found by Sir Flinders Petrie. It has been 
widely assumed that the name of Moses is contained in the inscrip- 
tions but Professor Sprengling’s view is that the disputed word refers 
not to Moses but to the land of Seir which was mentioned in the 
Bible and that the inscriptions were dedicated to the Goddess Baalat, 
The Professor also states that when the Sinai mines were abandoned, 
the workers of the mines, who emigrated to Palestine and Arabia, 
took with them the alphabet invented by the Bedouin.

“Lands Falling Into Jewish Hands.” 
AN OBJECTIONABLE PHRASE. 


On July 22nd, Mr. Paul Goodman, the Chairman of the Political 


Committee of the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, 
sev! a letter to Lord Passfield, taking objection to the phrase in the 
dispatch of the Secretary of State for the Colonies to the High 
Commissioner for Palestine on the Land’ Development Scheme, 


re'ating to “ lands falling into Jewish bands.’ Mr. Goodman stated 
that the phrase in Lord Passfield’s dispatch was certain to produce 
au unfortunate impression. 

ord Passfield, in his reply, stated that he did not understand 
in what respect that phrase would be likely to produce such an 
impression. He declared that the intention of the passage was to 
give effect to the policy announced by Mr. MacDonald in his letter 
to br. Weizmann on February 13th, and he did not consider that it 
cou.d properly be regarded as conveying any derogatory implication:

The “W.1.Z.O.” Dissension. 


From Dr. VERA WEIZMANN. 


To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—In soliciting the hospitality of your columns Lam prompted 
by adesire, not to prolong a discussion of motives and misunder- 
standings unavailing now and from the outset unfortunate, but to 
correct an impression which Mrs. Sieff, in a letter appearing in your 
issue of August 7th cannot, I feel sure, have intended to convey. 
Even so, I would still hesitate to address you were it not that I 
feel somewhat keenly my responsibilities as Hon. Treasure of the, 
W.1.Z.0., with but a brief lapse since the inception of the movement, 

It is sufficient for Mrs. Sieff to have stated as finally as she has 
done the reason acttating her resignation in order to place beyond 
the pale of discussion all anterior difficulties and dissensions, no 
matter how critical these may have been. The reason given is: 
the irresponsible attitude of the delegates towards financial ques- 
tions, as shown in the resolution proposed by the representatives of 
the Moazath Hapoaloth (Women’s Council of the General Federa- 
tion of Jewish Labour in Palestine) obligating the W.1.Z.0. to take 
over the considerable debts of the three of the Girls’ Training 
Farms. 

Now the principal object of any Conference is that delegates’ 
proposals should be adequately examined and discussed with a view 
to determining the future policy of an ¢lected Executive; and in 
this instance, and after such discussion, the following addendum 
was made by the first Council meeting on June 30th to the resolu- 
tions accepted by the Conference: 

(a) The new Executive is empowered to restrict the budget to the 
limits of the funds available. 

ib) The resolution of the Finance Committee to pay £500 for the three 
Meshakim shall only become effective, if the minimum liability for the 
W.1.Z.0O. institations for four months ahead is covered. | 

ic} The new Executive shall immediately, on resumption of work by 
the Jewish Agency put itself into communication with that body and 
examine during the next two years, if and how far a consolidation of the 
Meshakim is necessary, and the result of this shall be laid before the next 
Council Meeting. 

It is hardly necessary to add that, if the Resolution complained 
of by Mrs. Sieff is to be accepted as evidence of * financial irrespon- 
sibility’? (and I do not propose to enter into the question of the 
rights of pioneers in the field to voice a naturally not impartial 
view of their commitments and obligations), then the addendum is, 
ipso facto, evidence on the contrary of “ good organisation and sound 
finance.” What is important is that, whether or not Mrs. Sieff was 
aware of the terms of the addendum when she addressed her letter 
to you, the reason given for her resignation is no longer valid. 

I regard it, Sir, as a matter of general importance that—apart 
altogether from any question of personalities—it should be recorded 
that Mrs. Sieff and the new Executive of the movement which she 
has seryed so devotedly, but from which she has now resigned, are, 
on her own showing, in complete accord.

HOLIDAY READING. 
Just over a century ago, William Wordsworth was spending a 
holiday on the banks of the Rhine. In a remote village opposite St. 
Goar, he was surprised to come upon a Jewish family. They were 


exceedingly poor and clothed in rags, but the beauty of their features 
and the intelligence of their countenances moved him to writea 
poem in their praise. The native beauty of the Rhineland seemed 
to him to be enhanced by an additional glory. And the modern 
traveller tothose parts finds the interest of his journey sin 
enhanced by the recollection of Wordsworth’s “ Jewish Family. So 
greatly may the literary assoclations of places contribute to the 
enjoyment of a boliday. 

Everyone who travels abroad from England will be wel! advised 
to take with him a pocket edition of Byron’s “Childe Harold's 
Pilgrimage.” It may be remembered how, when Byron set out in 


1816 on the final journey described therein, he had but recerftly 
completed his “Hebrew Melodies." Isaac Nathan, the Jewish 
musician for whom those songs were written, wished to give a 


present to the poet who was about to go into exile from his native 
land, The Passover Festival being then in progress, he sent [byron 
na packet of matzot with the words: “ Asacertain angel, at a certain 
hour, by his presence, assured the safety of a whole nation, tay the 
same guardian spirit pass with your Lordship to that land where the 
fates may have decreed you to sojourn for a while.” To which 
Byron replied that the unleavened bread would go with him on his 
piugrimage and be a charm against the Destroying Angel.

who does not venture so far afield, the same principle hols good. 
If, say, he goes no further from London than the adjoining county 
of Essex, he should not fail to read Zangwill’s “Jinny the Carrier 
which is replete with local colour and the atmosphere of the 
district. Not infrequently the reading of a book may itself induce 
a visit to some particular spot. Thus, many readers of >otts 
‘ Ivanhoe” have been led to visit the castle ruins of Ashby 
Zouch, in Leicestershire, and to see for themselves the p!ice & 
Rebecca's imprisonment.

A Communal Problem. 

[From our Correspondent. | 


The local Lodge of the B'nai B'rith at several of their meetings, 
discussed the possibility of forming a Sub-Committee for the purpose 
of hearing and settling disputes which arise from time to time 
among local Jews, and which, when heard at the local Courts, are 
reported in the press in a manner which does not always reflect 
credit upon the good name of the Community. It has been felt that 
something should be done to prevent undesirable Jewish publicity 
ofthat kind. Although several months have elapsed since the 
qaucstion was discussed at the B'nai B'rith, there appears to be no 
indication that the projected panel of arbitrators has begun to 
function. Reports of cases between Jews have of late been appear. 
ing frequently in the press, and have given rise tomuch unfavourable 
comment. Those cases are invariably types of litigation of a small 
nature which could easily be settled without recourse to the 
publicity of a Court: and the fact that the B'nai B'rith in Leeds is 
taking under its wing the handling of so many social problems 
affecting Jewry, gives every reason to believe that the launching 
of a scheme of that kind would prove an unqualified boon. . The 
probability is that, as the programme of the B'nai B'rith is already 
over-crowded with more immediate communal questions, the time 
will arrive when attention will be directed to dealing with that 
particular problem, which is one that calls for urgent solution. 


LIVERPOOL. 
Slaughter of Animals Bill. 
[From our Correspondent.) 

Rabbi i. J. Unterman, who has recently returned from a prolonged 
visit abroad, has had his attention drawn to the fact thatin the issue 
of The JEWISH CHRONICLE of 17th July he is described as among 
those Rabbis who are against the Chief Rabbi's supreme authority 
as laid down in Clause 6 of the Slaughter of Animals Bill. Rabbi 
Unterman desires to point out that he was approached to associate 
himself with the group of Jewish opponents of the Clause, but 
detinitely stated that, as the Jewish Community of Liverpool had 
long ago expressed its considered opinion in favour of the licensing 
of local Shochetim by the Chief Rabbi and of the introduction of a 
sy-Law of the Liverpool Corporation for that purpose, he (Rabbi 
Unterman) would not be a party to any course of action in respect 
to Clause 6 of the Bill which might be contrary to the expressed 
views of the Community as testified by the endorsement of the 
previously mentioned Corporation By-Law.

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Minhag. 


By AUNTIE. 


MINHAG is a custom, generally of 
religious character, which by con- 
stant observance assumes almost 
the character of law. Thus we 

speak of the Ashkenazi minhag, as contrasted 
with the Sephardi minhag, meaning the 
variation in the ritual as observed by the 
Jews originating from Central Europe as 
contrasted with that of the coreligionists 
originating from Spain or Portugal. Or we 
sometimes refer to the Amsterdam minhag, 
or that of some other centre, referring to 
local variations. Some of these local customs 
are of long standing, and are observed long 
after the reason for them has been forgotten 
or‘no longer exists. 
A NEW MOON PRAYER. 

Thus the tale is told of a visitor to a Pro- 
vincial Synagogue being surprised when the 
congregation turned in a particular direction 
when the prayer recited on the occasion of 
the announcement of Rosh Chodesh was 
recited. He asked one of the members the 
reason. The man shrugged his shoulders and 
said: “I don’t know. It is just a minhag of 
ours.” A little later when the Synagogue was 
being repaired and the walls were stripped of 
plaster it was discovered thatthe Rosh Chodesh 
prayer had been written on one of the walls, 
which accounted for the fact that the congre- 
gation used to turn in that direction, and the 
custom had persisted even after the inscrip- 
tion had been covered over; and then the origin 
of the custom became forgotten altogether. 

UNITY AND DIVERGENCE. 

I tell you this as an illustration of how 
minhagim arise. All sorts of local circum. 
stances contributed to the rise of minhagim; 
and after the exile, when the Jews became 
scattered, it was natural that there should be 
minor differences in practice. The Rabbis 
were tolerant of these divergences, and while 
they insisted on conformity in matters of 
principle they permitted variations in 
unessentials, even when they did not person- 
ally approve of some of these local customs. 
It was only when the establishment of these 
divergences from general practice tended to 
become too frequent that a halt was called, 
and teachers like Maimonides uttered a 
warning against them. One noted teacher, 
known as Rabbenu Tam,a grandson of Rashi, 
the famous commentator, declared that a 
transposition of the letters of minhag would 
spell the Hebrew word for “ hell.” Too many 
minhagim he regarded as a great evil, though 
he himself was very broadminded im matters 
of Jewish Law. The best corrective to the 
growth of too many local varieties of Judaism 
lay in the fact that the Jews were great 
travellers, and each community. was con- 
stantly fed by immigrants from other places, 
and this movement tended to create a “norm” 
or standard of universal Judaism as opposed 
to local practice.

Minhag.

MINHAG is a custom, generally of 
religious character, which by con- 
stant observance assumes almost 
the character of law.
